Response to Amendment 

1. Applicants' After-Final request for reconsideration has been entered. Claims 20-32 are 
pending in the instant application. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art does not 
teach or suggest a method for processing a ceramic green sheet including, disposing a ceramic 
green sheet, a diffraction grating and a galvano-scan mirror in a predetermined relationship, 
splitting a pulsed laser beam through the diffraction grating into a plurality of laser beam 
components, reflecting the plurality of laser beam components with the galvano-scan mirror 
toward the ceramic green sheet to simultaneously form a plurality of through holes at 
predetermined locations and varying the reflection angle of the galvano-scan mirror until through 
holes are formed in an entire region.
